The "Washington Cadets" was a 


military company composed of young 
men of Cleartield and the immediate 
vicinity, and had been notified to put 
themselves in readinerc for orders to 
proceed, at once, to Camp Curtain at 
Harrisburg.

sacred remnants of which are now 
shown you and on May 
first,
